KIRKCALDY NEWS 


October 5 to 11 has been designat¬ 
ed Fire l’revention Week by the Pro¬ 
vincial Fire Commissioner, Edmon¬ 
ton, and Mayor Butchart is vigor¬ 
ously advocating the observance of 
this very important' occasion in Vul¬ 
can. ’ • 

Canada's fire loss in 1929 was $47,- 
000,000 in property and 233 lives— 
surely these figures will demon¬ 
strate the real need of the most 
stringent measures for fire protec¬ 
tion. 

We hope to make reference to this 
•matter again next week, and in the 
meantime the following “Ten Com¬ 
mandments” issued by the Dominion 
Fire Commissioner, Ottawa, will be 
helpful: 

1. Have all . flues and chimneys 

properly cleaned before attempting 
to use them. j 

2. Look very carefully at the 
chimney or flue, at the point just 
above the peak of the roof where the 
chimney goes through, as the lower 
part may have settled and the upper 
portion, being held up by the roof 
timbers, may have pulled away, leav¬ 
ing an open space or break in the 
chimne-y that will permit sparks slip¬ 
ping through into the attic or con¬ 
cealed space. 

3. Be sure that all flue holes that 
are not to be used this year have 
good metal stops, as innumerable 
fires are caused by sparks through 
papering over unused pipe holes in 
chimneys. 

4. Clean the ventilating collars 
around all flues, removing all lint, 
cobwebs and dust, leaving nothing in 
the ventilator, in this way permitting 
the air to cool the pipe where it Roes 
through. 

—5. Be careful that the ^supply erf 
kindilng wood is not piled up in the 
yard in such a manner as to carry 
fire to your house, in case your neigh 
hour’s house should bum. 

6. It is best to keep all lightwood 
kindlings and boxes in sheds, stables 
or basements, in orderly piles, and 
not to have, papers or excelsior mix¬ 
ed with it. 

7. Extfa caution should be useJT. 
in the handling ofi gasoline. In the 
winter months all windows and doors 
are closed, eliminating the possibil¬ 
ity of the air blowing the inflamm¬ 
able vapours away. 

8. Never use gasoline inside the 
house for cleaning, and When com¬ 
pelled to use it for any other purpose 
do not forget that you are handling 
a powerful explosive which may en¬ 
danger your life and property. 

9. Remove all dry grass and 
leaves from your premises before 
some one careolssly throws a match 
away. 

10. Do not dry clothing 
flammable ihaterials above or 
hot stoves. 

If you will obey the above com¬ 
mandments, you can prevent many 
fires and much loss of life and prop-

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SPECIALS FOR FARM 


Electrical equipment (or farms, is 
becoming a department of itself, 
with large electric companies. This 
vast held has roused special atten¬ 
tion only within recent years. Prev¬ 
ious to that, little attention was paid 
to the development of electrical ser¬ 
vice in the rural regions. 

But the pioneers amongst power 
companies, woke to the fact that if 
electricity could be brought to a suf¬ 
ficient number of farms at sufficient¬ 
ly low cost, it promised ever widen¬ 
ing possibilities in the matter of use. 

This led to the designing of elec¬ 
tric ranges with sufficiently large 
ovens to meet the requirements of 
the big farm meals. Similarly trans¬ 
formation went on with washing ma¬ 
chines,. refrigerators, water heaters, 
dairy tank coolers, chick brooders, 
etc. 

As a farther step, on the Ameri¬ 
can side at least, experimental farms 
have been set up by many power 
companies, in order to perfect all 
possible farm equipment. Here ex¬ 
periments are under way constantly 
to produce electric driven machines 
tp accomplish every conceivable farm 
operation. 

There is great advance being made 
particularly in motors for stock and 
dairy farms. 

It has been clearly demonstrated 
throughout Canada - and United" 
States that farm people want electric 
power. Development has extended 
greatly within the last few years, 
and is limited only by financial con¬ 
siderations. But the greater the 
number of users, the cheaper will fa¬ 
cilities become.

FOLLOW IT THROUGH 


In connection with the Unemploy¬ 
ment Bill at Ottawa, it has been urg¬ 
ed that in the disposition of the $20- 
000,000 to be voted for relief, the 
strictest auditing be maintained. In 
the case of money paid to the provin¬ 
ces to aid in any public works scheme 
a uniform accounting method similar 
to that prevailing with the old age 
pensions was suggested. 

This seems a very reasonable sug¬ 
gestion. Twenty million dollars, is, 
after all, a considerable sum of the 
people’s money. The taxpayers 
would be glad to know that this sum 
was finding its way to the unemploy¬ 
ed whom it was destined to relieve, 
instead of wandering too freely into 
the hands of surveyors, contractors 
and middlemen. 

If the scheme of relief is to be ef¬ 
fective, the closest checkup should be 
maintained. There is a long trail 
between the treasury at Ottawa, and 
the needy workman in Alberta. Of 
necessity the money will have to pass 
through numbers of hands. But the 
whole purpose of the money is to in¬ 
augurate public works to give em¬ 
ployment. 

There is no reflection on the hones¬ 
ty of any province or any contractor 
in asking that a strict audit be 
maintained by the federal govern¬ 
ment. It is merely business. Not to 
require such an audit would be ne¬ 
glect. Every day there are expos¬ 
ures of financial disasters which have 
come about through careless account¬ 
ing and misplaced trust. 

The voting of the $20,000,000 as 
relief measure, is generally approved 
Its careful expenditure will be close¬ 
ly watched.

AN HONEST TARIFF 


Vulcan Street 


One fact stands out in the new 
tariff. For the first time a Canadian 
government has established the prin¬ 
ciple that manufacturers will be giv¬ 
en ample protection to insure them 
of their home market if in return the 
producers will gurantee that the con¬ 
sumer is not exploited. The Finan¬ 
cial Post has long contended that 
higher tariffs need not necessarily 
mean higher selling prices in the 
home market. Now Mr. Bennett 
holds the same view and has exacted 
from Canadian industrialists their 
agreement with that view. The suc¬ 
cess of the new tariff and subsequent 
revisions rests now with the manu¬ 
facturers whose employees are de¬ 
signed to be the immediate benefic¬ 
iaries. If they adhere to their prom¬ 
ise; if the government sees that they 
adhere to it, higher tariff will prove 
sucessful in Canada. 

The country as a whole is now dis¬ 
posed to accept higher tariffs and 
there is more sympathy with protec¬ 
tionist theory than previously. So 
long as consumers remain convinced 
that protection brings prosperity 
without exploitation of buyers the 
new Bennett policy of higher tariffs 
will remain popular. The manufac¬ 
turers must recognize their moral 
responsibility to the consumer, their 
trusteeship for Canadian prosperity. 

The Government thus wields a cer¬ 
tain measure of control over prices. 
A reasonable enough degree of con¬ 
trol it is. It may well go further. 
Price is but one consideration. Qual¬ 
ity and service are equally important 
Manufacturers must give their cus¬ 
tomers insurance in these respects 
just as in matters of price. Given 
fair prices, good quality and ade¬ 
quate service, the Canadian consum¬ 
ing public will support a tariff high 
enough to give our producers their 
domestic market.—Financial Post.

When the contracts for the differ¬ 
ent public works, considered in the 
relief program, are allotted, the con¬ 
tractor will want to secure good 
workmen. He will be obliged, if 
he is going to come within his esti¬ 
mates, to secure the most skilful 
men he can. It is unlikely that the 
“raw laborer” will have first call, and 
he may still remain a problem to be 
met. With the highly mechanized, 
skilled, modern age, mere brawn ahd 
willingness is not sufficient to ensure 
work, and there are many who are in 
the pathetic state of knowing no 
trade and having no opportunity to 
learn one.

In anticipation of hard times and 
necessary relief work this winter, 
the Ontario Liquor Control Board 
has promised to co-operate with re¬ 
lief organizations by instructing ven 
dors not to issue liquor to persons 
who are objects of public charity. 

In some of the towns, the govern¬ 
ment vendors are working in co-op¬ 
eration with civic relief authorities 
and with other welfare organizations 
to check up liuqor permits, and to 
suspend permits where relief is being - 
handed out. 

In the harvest season, there is 
abundant evidence in Alberta that 
many who will doubtless be seeking 
relief in the winter, are all too apt 
to spend their harvest wages in li¬ 
quor. 

Unfortunately the Alberta system 
presents more difficulties in checking 
up than the Ontario permit system. 


The prospect of a low initial payment 
on wheat will, we believe, make it difficult 
for many to meet their liabilities after 
allowing for reserve carryover. We 
suggest a loan extending over a period 
of years.

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Kosthern, Sasaktchewan, dif 
ferent methods of housing dairy hei¬ 
fers six months to two years old 
have been practised. Five heifers 
born in the months of March and Ap¬ 
ril 11*29 were wintered in corrals 
where they were protected from the 
cold winds and had access to dry,, 
comfortable beds. They were fed pi 
ration consisting of 10 pounds of 
slough grass hay, 15 to 20 pounds of 
turnips, and 3 to 4 pounds of meal. 
The meal mixture consisted of tyoi 
parts of bat chop, one part of bran, 
and one part barley chop. Besides 
this they had access 'to oat straw. 
The five heifers weighed an average 
of 591 pounds on December 15, and 
on April-1 they weighed an average 
of 730 pounds, showing.an average 
daily gain of 1.3 pounds per animal 
per day. 

The important factors to keep in 
mind in wintering of dairy heifers 
are.shelter from the cold -winds and 
rain, a dry, comfortable bed, fresh 
air and sunlight, a well balanced 
growing ration containing a fairly 
high percentage of roughage, fresh, 
water, and salt, a regular feeding 
time, exercise . and disinfecting reg¬ 
ularly once a month with Sulphur 
and sabudilla or pyrethrum as a pre¬ 
ventative against lice and other ver¬ 
min.

An earnest advocate of power 
farming has estimated the relative 
cost of horse power versus tractor 
and combine equipment. 

Counting a 5-horse team and man 
ploughing 5.07 acres a day, the cost 
averages $1.57 per acre. Tractor 
drawn plough making 7.6 acres 
brings an average cost, counting in¬ 
terest, depreciation, etc. of 92c per 
acre. A similar difference prevails,

Fortunes Have Been Lavished to ■ 
Secure the Coveted Yacht Trophy j 

, For thirty-one years Sir Thomas 1 
Lipton has been in the race to carry 
off yachting honors and this year is 
possibly his last effort. Although he j 
has not been successful, he has spent ; 
royally in the good work. It has been 
figured out that his four challenges 
prior to this year have cost about 
$ 10 , 000 , 000 . 

The coveted American cup, for the 
possession of which fortunes have 
been spent was brought to America 1 
from England in 1851, when the New 
York Yacht Club defeated the Royal 
Yacht Squadron in a race round the 
Isle of Wight. 

There have been fourteen challen¬ 
ges for the cup, but it is still in Un¬ 
ited States. It cost 100 guineas in 
the first place and is a very modest 
looking trophy. 

Before Sir Thomas Lipton arrived 
on the scene to demonstrate an un¬ 
questioning spirit of sportsmanship, 
there were many bitter battles over 
the races. Competitors charged 
against the American sportsmen, 
sundry dishonest tactics, which how¬ 
ever were never proved. } 

A rule of the challenge is the com- : 
pulsory oceanic arrival of any chal¬ 
lenger under its own sail, and an as¬ 
sociation with clubs that have cour¬ 
ses on the ocean or an arm of the 
ocean. This practically bars Canada 
as most of the yacht clubs are on the 
St. Lawrence or the Great Lakes. J 

Canada however, entered on two 
occasions, the second being in 1881, 
when she entered the Atalanta which 
was broug’ht to the scene via the Erie 
Canal, and hauled by mules along the 
tow path. It was this strange meth¬ 
od of arrival at an ocean speed con¬ 
test, that really brought about the 
new clause in the contest, requiring 
compulsory oceanic arrival. 

This clause however is apparently 
the unsurmountable obstacle to Sir 
Thomas’ success. His yacht must! 
first cross the ocean to enter the 
contest. 

American comment upon the inter- ] 
national sport event, states freely 
that most of U.S. citizens were root- j 
ing for Sir Thomas who to them, is 
a sportsman extraordinary. Going 
down to defeat five times, and each 
time> smiling. He has a hold upon 
the Ameritan imagination. 

One feature they also freely admit 
is that although they have held th > 
cup for the last four score years, it 
has not been by virtue of their sail¬ 
ors. Especially in the last few de¬ 
cades this has been true and to mann 
their competing yacht they must pick 
their lads from the Canadian mari- 
times and from the Scandinavians.

Resolution Endorsing Garland

dorsed the statements made by E. J. 
Garland, M.P., in the House of Com¬ 
mons, September 18. 

They have stnt a copy of their res¬ 
olution to Premier R. It. Bennett and 
H. E. Spencer. 

“The executive of the United Far¬ 
mers of Alberta hereby go oh record 
as endorsing the clear and forceful 
presentation by E. J. Garland, M.P., 
in the House of Commons on Septem¬ 
ber 18, of the disastrous conditions 
facing the farm people of Western 
Canada, and the imperative need for 
effective steps to be taken to deal 
with this condiUon as one of major 
urgency. 

"We deplore the failure of the 
Dominion Government to provide any 
substantial measure of relief for ag- 
rriculture, while on the contrary, un¬ 
der the guise of assisting the unem¬ 
ployed, they propose to add to the 
burdens borne by the primary pro¬ 
ducers, and the consumers, by Exten d 
ing the special privileges already eit* 
joyed by the manufacturing indus¬ 
tries. 

“In the name of the farmers of 
this province we declare that the 
present distress in the industry of 
agriculture is the most vitally im¬ 
portant and pressing problem facing 
the Canadian Parliament and should 
be given precedence by the Govern¬ 
ment of the day over all other Par¬ 
liamentary business whatsoever.”

An unfounded and apparently ma¬ 
licious message was circulated over 
the wires last Tuesday that the 
Wheat Pool was in financial difficulty 
It was given by telephone to the tele 
graph office at Winnipeg and said: 
“Wheat Pool in difficulties. Provin¬ 
cial Government officials to take ov¬ 
er Pool operations to protect guaran¬ 
tee. Banks call for $28,000,000 from 
government.” 

Immediate and emphatic denial 
was made by wire by Premier Brack¬ 
en, by Mr. Dobson assistant general 
manager of the Royal Bank, and un¬ 
official denials also by Pool officials. 
The rumors were characterized as 
‘.‘Absolutely Untruthful.” 

Before the bogus message could be 
contradicted however, it had a most 
depressing effect on the already low 
prices. Every agency is at work to 
discover the originator of the dam¬ 
aging wire. 

During the first four months of 
the current fiscal year, 58,273 immi¬ 
grants were admitted to Canada as 
compared with 94,214 for the similar 
period of 1929. Those from the 
British Isles numbered 19,317 and 
from the United States 12,075, while

RURAL HIGH SCHOOL 


Problem of Secondary Education for 
Rural Children Being Well Handled

Earning a livelihood is not today 
the simple matter that it was a gen¬ 
eration or more ago. Secondary edu¬ 
cation is being demanded in an ever¬ 
growing number of occupations. It 
is admittedly an advantage in enter¬ 
ing almost any line of work. But 
coincident with this general condi¬ 
tion is the fact that most city and 
town high schools are becoming ov¬ 
ercrowded. They are restricting at¬ 
tendance tq ratepayers in their own 
districts, and the rural child is called 
upon to pay higher tuition fees. The 
problem of furnishing the rural child 
-with high school education is com¬ 
plex. It means that he must leave 
home at an early age to board in 
town or city. His board and tuition 
ate a considerable expense, outside 
of the fact that he is removed from 
home over sight. 

Numbers of rural districts in Al¬ 
berta have met this difficulty by es¬ 
tablishing rural high schools. This 
relieves the congestion in city and 
town schools, and permits the stud¬ 
ent to remain at home while receiv-

The arrangement is not left to one 
school district, but is a consolidation 
of two or more districts, with the 
rural high school, situated centrally. 
In order to secure the government 
grant of $4 per day there must be an 
average attendance of fifteen pupils. 
The government also provides a 
share of science equipment for these 
schools. 

There may be one or more teacher 
and the pupils admitted are those 
who have completed Grades VII, or 

VIII. The grades taught are VIII, 

IX, X and XI. 

There are fifteen of these schools 
operating in Alberta and others form 
ing. They are mainly in the northern 
part of the province as yet, but are 
demonstrating their usefulness in no 
uncertain way. 

A school of this type calls for a 
gross expenditure of about $2400, if 
it is a one room, one teacher, build¬ 
ing. With the government paying 
one third, the average cost runs 
about $5 per quarter section. 

The results of these schools, aca¬ 
demically, appears to be excellent, 
and it is obvious that many country 
children would not otherwise receive 
children
